Achievements of Capital, Labor and Production the World “Over. 


WORLD'S GREAT CANALS. 


MERICA taught vaght the modern world 
A the value of large canals. Pase- 

ing over the Erie Canal, which !s 
not a great ship canal, the Welland 
was built in 1833, enlarged in 1871 and 
again in 1900. The Sault Ste. Marie, 
the Soo, Canal was opened in 1855, and 
enlarged in 1897. The North Holland 
Canal was dug in 1846. 

On the subject of canals, these facts 
are presented by the Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Statistics in an article to be 
incorporated in the forthcoming vol- 
ume of the “Monthly Summary of Com- 
merce and Finance.” These which may 
properly be termed ship canals com- 
prise the Suez Canal, which was be- 
gun in 1859 and pleted in 1869; the 
Cronstadt and St. Petersburg Canal, 
begun in 1877 and completed in 1890; 
the Corinth Canal, begun in 1884 and 
completed in 1893; the Manchester ship 
cana:, completed in 1804; the Kaiser 
Wilhelm Canal, connecting the Baltic 
and North seas, completed in 1896; the 
Elbe and Trave Canal, connecting the 
North Sea and Baltic, opened in 1900; 
the Welland Canal, connecting Leke 
Erie with Lake Ontario, and the two 
canals, United States and Canadian, 
respectively, connecting Lake Supe- 
rior to Lake Huron.

which 16,776 were sailing vessels. The 
tonnage increased from 1,848,458 tons 
in 1897 to 4,282,004 tons in 1900. An 
additional canal connecting the same 
bodies of water by way of the Elbe 
and Trave rivers was opened in 1900, 
with a oo of 41 miles, a depth of 
about 10 fee Bon, a width of 72 feet. 
It cost $6,000 The North Holland 
Canal, Amsterdam with the 
sea, was cut in 1845, but” deepened 
at a later date. It has a depth of 2 
feet and a width of 125 feet at the eur- 
face. 

The canals connecting the Great 
Lakes are the principal ship canals in 
America. They are the Welland 
Canal, the Sault Ste. Marie and the 
Canadian Cenal at St. Mary's River, 
opened in 1895. The American and 
Canadian canals at St. Mary's Falis 
are practically identical in location 
ahd dimensions, and are used inter- 
changeably by vessels engaged in com- 
merce, as convenience may dictate. 
The depth of the canals at St. Mary's 
River is sufficient to accommodate ves- 
sels drawing twenty feet of water. 
The American canal was originally 
constructed by the State of Michigan, 
but subsequently taken charge of by 
the United States and enlarged at a 
cost of $2,150,000. The cost of the Well- 
and Canal was about $30,009,000 largely 
due to the fact that twenty-five locks 
are required in surmounting the cise of 
327 feet in the distance of twenty-seven 
miles. The number of vessels parsing 
through the canals at St. Mary's River 
has greatly increased during the past 
few years while: the number psasring 
through the Welland Canal hus mate- 

ally decreased, the number pasting 

rough the St. Mary's canals being, 
in 1873, 2617, and in 1901, 20,41, o* wach 
15,837 through the Unite! S:atcs 
caral and 4204 through the (a»adian, 
The number of veesels passing through 
the Welland Canal decreased from 6425 
Wm 1873 to 2202 in 1899. The marked con- 
trast between the business of the St. 
Mary's Falls and Welland canals is 
largely due to the fact that the freights 
crigirating in the Lake Sunor'or dis- 
triet are chiefly discharged at Lake 
Erie ports, and those destined fer the 
Lake Superior region are chiefly pro- 
duced 'n the section contiquous to Lake 
Erte, the Lake Superior freights being 
chiefly iron, copper and grain, and the 
Lake Erie ‘freights for Superior 
coal and manufacturers. 

The freight tonnage of the American 
and Canadian canals at St. Mary's 
Falis combined amounted to 24,629,976 
registered tons in 1901, while the net 
tonnage of the Suez Canal in 1990 was 
9.378.152 tons and that of the Kaiser 
Wilhelm Canal 4,282,094 tons. This in- 
dicates that the business of the St. 
Mary's Falls canals far surpass that 
of any other of the great canals of 
the world. 


San Pedro, Leos Angeles and Salt Lake. 
In the financing and construction of 
the San Pedro, Los Angeles and Salt 
Lake Railway, the project recently un- 
dertaken by William A. Clark, the cop- 
per king of Montana and Arizona, there 
— some features which make the 
bject of especial interest. The begin- 
nings of the road have been detailed in 
The Rallway Age. Senator Clark first 
became interested in the enterprise in 
July, 1900. Aftr taking several months 
tg study the situation, he formed a 
corporation in February, 1901, with a 
capitalization of $25,000,000, all sub- 
scribed. The first active step taken was 
the purchase of the Los Angeles Ter- 
minal, a small railway having fine ter- 
minal facilities at the harbor of San 
Pedro and about fifty miles of road tn 
operation. This road connected San 
Pedro with Los Angeles, twenty-five 
miles, with spurs extending up the 
valley as far as Pasadena and Glen- 
date. 
Steps were immediately taken to 
cure terminal facilities at Salt Lake. 
and surveys were started for locating 
the line between that city and Los An- 
geles. Orders were placed for 26,000 
tons of steel raile and a million ties. 
Up to the present time a considerable 
proportion of the ties and about 8000 
tons of rails have been delivered. There 
are further deliveries of rails almost 
dally, and ties are arriving at the rate 
of one or two shiploads a week. Twenty 
carloads of stee! bridge material are 
already in hand. The surveys are nearly 
completed and mapped, and the 
greater portion of the right of way 
has been secured. Orders have been 
for several hundred box and 
fat care, a considerable number of 
passenger coaches, and two complete 
vestibuled trains, as fine as the Pull- 
man shops can turn out. Six large pas-
